REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: References of 
record, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest the system for 
approximating flux density of light on a retina as now called for in independent claims 1 
and 6, wherein in claim 1 , among other limitations in the combination of elements 
making up the system, a processor is coupled to a first and a second detector for 
calculating a flux density of light in a housing based on photopic and scotopic spectral 
response functions produced respectively by the first and second detectors; and 
wherein in claim 6, among other limitations in the combination of elements making up 
the system, a processor is coupled to a first and a second detector for calculating a flux 
density of light in a housing based on first and second signals produced respectively by 
the first and second detectors, with the first and second signals approximately 
replicating respectively a spectral response of cones, and a spectral response of rods, 
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in the retina, to the light inside the housing. Regarding independent method claims 13 
and 17, the respective steps of producing first and second signals as characterized in 
the claim, and the step of applying a function to the first and second signals to 
approximate a peripheral-photopic response, are neither taught nor suggested in the art 
of record, taken singly or in combination. With respect to independent method claims 15 
and 18, the respective steps of producing first and second signals as characterized in 
the claim, and the step of applying an algorithm to the first and second signals to 
determine a mesopic retinal flux density, are neither taught nor suggested in the art of 
record, taken singly or in combination.
